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$100,000 For 
Boston Harbor 
Defenses Study

City councillors unani- 
mously approved a $100,000 
appropriation to help devel- 
op a plan to protect Quincy 
and other communities near 
Boston Harbor from rising 
sea levels. 

The council approved 
Mayor Thomas Koch’s re- 
quest for the funding on 
Feb. 4. Koch had introduced 


a request for the appropria- 


tion in September. 

Ward | Councillor David 
McCarthy, who répresents 
the neighborhoods hit hard- 
est by a powerful nor’easter 
last March that caused 
coastal flooding in low- 
lying areas, said the money 
would help the city develop 
a plan to protect its residents 
in the future. 


“I think this  appro- 
priation, $100 000, for the 


Boston Harbor regional re- 
siliency plan will be appro- 
priate.. 
the proper studies, the due 
diligence, can be done look- 
ing at the long range down 
the road,” McCarthy said 
Feb. 4.

Koch said the closure of 
the Quincy Medical -Cen- 
ter in December 2014 left 
a void the new building in 
Quincy Center would fill. 

“We saw the. demise of 
Quincy Medical over the 
years, and since that time 
we’ve had a tremendous 
vacuum of medical services. 
People have to leave the 
city to get some very basic 
medical needs taken care 
of. That’s about to change,” 
Koch said. 

“This will be a fulfilment 
of the transformation of the 
downtown and the return of 
some excellent, professional 
medical services for the res- 
idents of the city.” 

Rob Hale, the founder of 
FoxRock Properties and the 
President and CEO of Gran- 
ite | Telecommunications, 
said his company is proud to 
be part of the resurgence in 
Quincy. 

“Quincy a couple hun- 
dred years ago was an im- 
portant part of America. For 
a couple decades, it hasn’t 
run as augustly as it used to 
be, but in the last five years 
it has had a resurgence,” 
Hale said. “We want to be 
part of that resurgence and 
we’re honored to be part of 


that resurgence.” 

Koch noted FoxRock is 
the latest example of a Quin- 
cy developer contributing to 
the new Quincy Center. 

“Tt wouldn’t happen oth- 
erwise,” Koch responded 
when asked if he was heart- 
ened to see a Quincy firm 
develop the Ross Lot. 

“When you look at the 
downtown, Quincy Mtu- 
tual — West of Chestnut — a 
150-year-old company. 
Peter O'Connell has been 
around for 50 years...he’s 
building the 15-story build- 
ing. The Galvin Company, 
local guys, they just built 
56 condominium units. The 
Quincy people have stepped 
up. 
“Rob Hale didn’t grow 
up here, but Rob Hale chose 
here, runs his businesses 
here, loves this city, and he’s 
in a position where he’s got 
an ability to fund this stuff. 
That’s huge. That makes all 
the difference in the world. 

“Street-Works years ago, 
they were great planners and 
they helped us reach our vi- 
sion, but they didn’t have 
the deep pockets to execute. 
We’ve got someone who 
can execute.”

Fire Chief 's Top Priorities 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Quincy’s new fire chief 
said the safety of his fire- 
fighters and the city’s resi- 
dents, and training for those 
firefighters, are his top pri- 
orities. 

He is also taking steps to 
make the department more 
proactive. 

Jack Cadegan, age 63, 
was appointed Quincy’s 
15th fire chief by Mayor 
Thomas Koch last Dec. 17, 
succeeding Joseph Barron, 
who led the department for 
the past decade before retir- 
ing last July. Cadegan first 
joined the department in 
1985 and was promoted to 
lieutenant in 2007, captain 
in 2011 and deputy chief in 
2014. 

In a recent interview, 
Cadegan said he never en- 
visioned becoming the fire 
chief when he first joined 
the department. Cadegan 
contemplated retirement be- 
fore he and his wife, Karen, 
talked about the chief’s 
position and he decided to 
apply for the job. An as-

I very 
much loved working on a 
ladder company — the whole 
search and rescue thing and 
ventilation, being up on the 
roof,” Cadegan said. “It was 
a lot. different than an en- 
gine company — they’re both 
very important for sure, but 
it was just a little different. 
I guess it was time for a

change after 15 years. 

“Tt probably would still 
be there, but my wife made 
a good point. As I got older 
and guys were starting to 
retire, she was the one who 
kind of mentioned ‘what 
about taking the promo- 
tional exam,’ which I didn’t 
want any part of. I loved 
working with the guys that 


I leave? She basically said, 
‘you’re all yetting older,

and moving on.” She was 
absolutely right. 

“When I made lieuten- 
ant, it was like a brand 
new job again. As much as 
I loved what I was doing, 
it was like starting over. It 
was so exciting so to speak. 
It was a little more nerve- 
racking because you had to 
worry about the guys more 
now. I never wanted to get 
anybody hurt by something 
stupid that I asked them to 
do.” 

Cadegan said ensuring 
safety of Quincy’s residents 
and firefighters is of utmost 
importance to him. 

“I came in with some 
simple ideas. If I get into 
gray areas, which I very 
much want to avoid, just put 
life safety first. If I have to 
make a hard decision, I say 
what’s the life safety as- 
pect,” Cadegan said. “I did 
that when I was deputy chief 
and it worked well for me 
for four years, so ’ni going 
to continue doing that. The 
life safety of the public and 
the life safety of our fire- 
fighters.” 

Cadegan is also work- 
ing with Capt. Nate Egan to 
come up with monthly train- 
ing modules that will be re- 
viewed at each of the city’s 
eight firehouses. 

““We’ve always done our 
training, but I wanted to do 
a little more and get it more 


on a regular basis. Captain 
Egan and myself came up 
with these training-of-the- 
month modules,” Cadegan 
said. “We wanted to ease 
our way into it, so to speak 
— we didn’t want to bite off 
more than we can chew. 
The first training module 
focused on basement fires,

“A couple months ago 


Worcester fire lost one of

“(There is]. nothing 
worse than losing a fire- 
fighter in the line of duty, 
but...if we can learn from 
guys in the future — then I 
think we honor his memory. 
So, for Christopher Roy, the 
first one that we put out; was 
basement fires.” 

The second” training 
module: will focus on may- 
day operations. 

“When a firefighter goes 
down — whether he’s lost or 
out of air or in distress — we 
declare a mayday. You real- 
ly need everybody on board 
to know what they have to 
do~because you have such 
a limited window in time 
to get them out,” Cadegan 
said. “It’s not like in. the 
movies where you see them 
grab the guy and they drag 
him — it takes quite a lot of 
manpower to get a guy. out 
of a building. 

“First of all, a lot of times 
there has been a collapse, 
so there-is a lot of debris

A Downtown Welcome 


Quincy’s Municipal Parking area has been completed 
and in use for only a few short months now but its success 
has been so apparent that already a movement has been 
started to develop a somewhat similar parking lot on the 
east side of Hancock Street.

Vitamin B12, also known 

as cobalamin, is. an impor- 
tant water-soluble vitamin. 
It plays a crucial role in 
the production of your red 
blood cells and DNA, as 
well as the correct function- 
ing of your nervous system. 

Since your body doesn’t 
make vitamin B12, you 
have to: obtain it from an- 
imal-based foods or from 
supplements. This is some- 
thing you should try to do 
on a regular basis, because 
your body doesn’t store vi- 
tamin B12 for a long period 
of time. 

Vitamin B12 is naturally 
found in animal foods, in- 
cluding meats, fish, poultry, 
eggs and dairy. However, 
it can also be acquired in 
products fortified with B12, 


such as some varieties of 
bread, cereals and _plant- 
based milk. Regrettably, 
B12. deficiency is com- 


‘mon, especially as you age. 


You’re at risk of deficiency 
if you don’t get a sufficient 
amount from your diet or 
aren’t able to absorb enough 
from the food you eat. 

People at Risk of a B12 
Deficiency include: 

* The elderly 

° Those who’ve had sur- 
gery that removes the part of 
the bowel that absorbs B12 

¢ People on the drug met- 
formin for diabetes 
© People following a 
strict vegan diet 

* Those taking long-term 
antacid drugs for heartburn 

¢ Atrophic gastritis, in 
which your stomach lining 
has thinned 

e Pernicious anemia, 


which makes it hard for 
your body to absorb vitamin 
B12 

¢ Conditions that affect 
your small intestine, such as 
Crohn’s disease, celiac dis- 
ease, bacterial growth, or a 
parasite 

* Immune system disor- 
ders, such as Graves’ dis- 
ease or lupus 

' Symptoms 

Unfortunately, symptoms 
of a vitamin B12 deficiency 
can take years to be recog- 
nized, and diagnosing it can 
be complicated. A B12 de- 
ficiency can sometimes be 
confused with a folate defi- 
ciency. Low levels of B12 
can cause your folate levels 
to decline. However, if you 
have a B12 deficiency, cor- 
recting low folate levels 
may mask the deficiency 
and fail to remedy the un-

derlying health issue. 

If you have vitamin B12 
deficiency, there is a possi- 
bility that you could become 
anemic. A_mild deficiency 
may cause no symptoms. 
But if untreated, it may lead 
to symptoms such as: 

¢ Weakness, tiredness, or 
lightheadedness 

¢ Heart palpitations and 
shortness of breath 

* Pale skin 

* Jaundice 

* A smooth tongue 

¢ Constipation, diarrhea, 
loss of appetite, or gas 

¢ Nerve problems like 
numbness or tingling, mus- 
cle.weakness, and problems 
walking 

* Vision loss 

¢ Mental problems like 
depression, memory loss, or 
behavioral changes 

Treatment 

If you have pernicious 
anemia or have trouble ab- 
sorbing vitamin B12, you 
will most likely need shots 
of this vitamin initially. You 
may need to continue to re- 
ceive theses injections on a 
regular basis or take a sup- 
plement. If you don’t con- 
sume animal products, you 


_ have options. 


You can change your diet 


to include vitamin B12-for- 
tified grains, a supplement 
or B12 injections, or a high- 
dose oral vitamin B12 if you 
are deficient. Older adults 
who have a vitamin B12 de- 
ficiency may need to take a 
daily B12 supplement or a 
multivitamin that contains 
B12. 

For most people, treat- 
ment resolves the problem. 
But, any nerve damage that 
happened due to the defi- 
ciency could be permanent. 

Prevention 

Most people can prevent 
vitamin B12 deficiency by 
eating enough meat, poultry, 
seafood, dairy products, and 
eggs. If you don’t eat ani- 
mal products, or you have 
a medical condition that 
limits how well your body 
absorbs nutrients, you can 
take vitamin B12 in a multi- 
vitamin or other supplement 
and consume foods fortified 
with vitamin B12. If you are 
a strict vegetarian or vegan, 
it’s important to eat breads, 
cereals, or other grains that 
have been fortified with vi- 
tamin B12, or take a daily 
supplement. A_ standard 
multivitamin delivers 6 mi- 
crograms, more than enough 
to cover the average body’s

daily need. If you are-.over 
age 50, the Institute of Med- 
icine recommends that you 
get extra B12 from a supple- 
ment, since you may not be 
able to absorb enough of 
the vitamin through foods.

For Couple With 
Large Age Difference

Dear Rusty: My wife is 63 and I’m 55. I’ve been the 


‘breadwinner for 37 years and draw almost $2,000 per month 


tax free from VA disability for life. I’m also still working 


- until I’m 60 or 62, not sure yet, and will have a pension of 


about $1,900 per month. We have about $300k put away in 


retirement accounts. Since I still have a few years I haven’t 


really looked much into retirement. Is there anything you 
can recommend on how to go about Social Security with the 
age difference? Signed: Younger Husband : 

Dear Younger: With your VA disability benefit, your ex- 
pected pension from work, your savings and your eventual 
Social Security benefit you are positioned better than many 
for your later retirement. You didn’t say whether your wife is 


_ already collecting Social Security benefits on her own work 


record, and that can be a factor in deciding when you should 
apply. This is because (from what you’ ve told me) your wife 
will eventually be entitled to spousal benefits from your re- 
cord. To start, please note that your wife’s full retirement 
age (FRA) for Social Security purposes is 66 years and 2 
months, while your full retirement age. is 67. Your full re- 
tirement age is when you get 100% of what you have earned 


_ from a lifetime of working, but if you claim benefits earlier 


than your FRA, they will be reduced and if you wait beyond 
your FRA you can earn more. When to claim your Social 
Security should always take several things into account — 
your health, your current (and future) financial needs and 
your expected longevity. You cannot claim your Social Se- 
curity until you are at least 62 years of age, but if you claim 
at 62 you will incur a 30% cut in the benefit you would be 
entitled to at age 67, and that is a permanent reduction. 
Assuming your wife will be eligible for a spousal-ben- 
efit from your record, since she will have reached her FRA 


u are due at your full retirement age. ‘But if 


she claimed her own SS retirement benefit before her FRA, 
her spousal benefit will be somewhat reduced. Your wife 
cannot get her spousal benefit until you start collecting your 
Social Security so that may be a factor influencing the deci- 
sion of when you should apply. While that might suggest

After a month or so, I started to notice a vibration in the 
steering wheel primarily when driving between 20-45 
mph at a constant 1,250 RPMs. I took the vehicle back 
to the dealer and they looked at it for a few days. They 
told me they found and replaced a bad exhaust mount 
and that the vibration was virtually gone. Unfortu- 
nately, that didn’t take care of the vibration. I took the 
Rogue to a second dealer and was told that transmission 
is designed to cause the vibration. I asked them why I 
didn’t feel the vibration in any of the other new or used 
Rogues I test drove. They just answered that the car is 
supposed to have a vibration and suggested that I call 
Nissan if I wasn’t happy. I can’t believe that Nissan has 
sold over 1 million Rogues, and all have a built-in vibra- 
tion in the steering wheel. I really like the vehicle, but 
the vibration is annoying when driving on local roads. 
Do you have any suggestions? 

Some continually variable transmissions (CVT), like 
the one used in your Rogue, have a somewhat undesirable 
vibration, but it is a characteristic of the design. Before I 
wrote this off as normal, I would want the dealer to check 
for any technical service bulletins that address vibration. 
Using AllData, the technical database that I use found one 
that describes a low speed vibration caused by the electric 
controlled coupling for the rear drive unit.

Do you know of any 
problems with the 2012 model that I can address with 
my dealer? 

I checked AllData, the technical database that I use and 
didn’t find any bulletins that would address a vibration. 
Since the vibration changed when the tires were rotated, I 
would suspect the problem is still related to the tires/wheels. 
The simplest solution is to see if the dealer — as a test — can 
swap a set of wheels and tires from another vehicle. If the 
vibration and noise improve, the issue is related to the tires. 
Then at that point a technician will need to carefully inspect 
each tire and wheel for a problem. 

I have a Ford Explorer that is making a rattling 
sound that seems to be coming from under the car of the 
driver’s side. It has been in service two times in the past 
month and both times the shop jacked up the car and 
looked around but didn’t see anything. It is just a noise 
not a vibration, but it does seem to be getting worse. Any 
idea what I should do?

Quincy School Supt. Dr. 
Richatd DeCristofaro said 
the issue of crowding during 
the registration process was - 
raised last year. 

“This came up a couple 
times last year when we 
were reviewing safety and 
security and some parents 
asked about it,’ he said. 
“We looked into it and I 
think this is a really big step 
and a good step.

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“Our fire prevention unit 
has gone out, they’ve identi- 
fied buildings from the past 
and they apprdached them 
before the weather got real- 
ly bad to see what they were 
going to do to prevent what 
occurred just last year.” 

The Quincy Fire Depart- 
ment is set to receive two 
new fire trucks later this 
year, 

One will be a new lad- 
der truck to replace Ladder 
2 at the Wollaston firehouse. 
The new ladder will be a til- 
ler truck, which features a 
second steering wheel in the 
rear of the vehicle, allowing 
the back to move indepen- 
dently of the front, giving 
the vehicle greater maneu- 
verability. 

“When I came on, we 
had several of them,” Cade- 
gan said of the tiller trucks. 
“Tt’s a unique truck in the 
sense that, it looks big and 
awkward, but it’s amazing 
how you can get it into tight 
places because you can ma- 
neuver the whole rear end of 
the truck separate from the 
front cab.” 

Ladder 2, the chief noted, 
is also the department’s haz- 
ardous materials unit and 
responds to every incident. 

“They are our hazmat 
unit and we’re hoping to 
expand our hazmat, and that 
truck will help with the gear 
that is needed,” he said. 

The department is also in 
the process of purchasing a 
new rescue truck to replace 
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nation through NAGE’s re- 
gional offices. 

“This has gone beyond 
Quincy,” he said. “We’re 


Rescue 1. Cadegan said 
the néw ‘Rescue 1, which 
will be funded-in part by a 
federal’ grant that several 
Quincy firefighters applied 
for, would be delivered later 
this year. 

Rescue 1 responds to all 
incidents, the fire chief not- 
ed. The firefighters assigned 
to Rescue 1 are trained in 
various rescue operations, 
like urban search and res- 
cue; collapse rescue and 
trench rescue. 

In addition to new ap- 
paratus, the department is 
also taking steps to combat 
rising cancer rates firefight- 
ers are facing nationwide. 
This includes providing 
each firefighter with a sec- 
ond set of turnout gear and 
new industrial washing and 
drying machines and decon- 
tamination stations at each 
firehouse. 

“Tt was put well by the 
commissioner in Boston 
— every house fire now is 
basically a hazmat incident 
because of what’s burning. 
It’s not wood and cotton and 

ool. It’s hydrocarbons — 
your plastics and polymers 
and things like that,” Cade- 
gan said. 

“When they burn and 
they get in the air, our guys 
go in with all that gear. It 
protects us very well from 
the heat of the fire, but you 
also sweat like no tomorrow 
in a short amount of time, 
That opens up all your pores 
and now all those chemicals 
are rks absorbed into age 
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all over the country from 
Atlanta, Georgia to Boise, 
Idaho. You guys inspired us 
to reach across the country.”

Before. development on 
the Ross Lot can begin, the 
City Council will have to 
approve a land disposition 
agreement (LDA) authoriz- 
ing the sale. of the land to 
the developer.

“We're still working out 
the numbers so I can’t really 
say what the numbers are at 
this point,” Koch added. 

He will also introduce 
on Feb.-25 a new bond for 
downtown. improvements 
in the range of $25 million. 
That bond will include fund- 
ing to design a new public 
parking garage in the area of 
the Ross Lot; Koch expects 
state money would be used 
to fund the garage’s con- 
struction. The bond will be 
paid for using the district im- 
provement financing (DIF) 
program, which means new 
tax revenue from Quincy 
Center would pay back the 
funds borrowed. 

In addition, Koch said 
he plans to introduce a new 
amendment to the Urban 
Revitalization and Develop- 
ment Plan for Quincy Cen- 
ter during the council’s Feb. 
25 meeting. The mayor said

Cont’d From Page 1 
the increased risk for cata- 
strophic storms. Boston of- 
ficials have floated the idea 
of constructing a hurricane 
barrier to protect Boston 
Harbor from those threats, 
but Koch believes a regional

“We believe that the fu- 
ture of Boston Harbor and 
the threat of storm surge 
and rising sea level must be 
addressed by regional col- 
laboration,’ Chris Walker, 
Koch’s chief of staff, wrote 
in a memo to councillors 
last fall. “To that end, May- 
or Koch this summer held a 
meeting of the 14 cities and 
towns that encompass the 
harbor to begin discussions 
about a regional plan to pro- 
tect our communities in the 
coming decades. 

“The issue has only be- 
come more vital following 
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the devastating storms of 
last March and the reality 


that we are without question 
seeing more extreme storms 


and seasons over the last 
several years. Locally, we 
ean point to 2018, 2015 and 
2010 to name just a few. In 
the United States, 14 of the 
16 most destructive storms 
over the last 100 years have 
occurred since 2004.” 
“Considering our city’s 
vulnerability today and in 


the decades ahead, the time 
is now to begin exploring 
our options as a region,” 
Walker added. “And the 
mayor believes this appro- 
priation is a modest first step 
toward achieving that goal.”

Ps ote Womid atid a dye to the oil and thea run the 
engine a bit and shut off the lights and using an ultraviolet 
light look for traces of dye. Back years ago, before these 
time-saving gadgets, we would clean and dry the engine and 
sprinkle talcum powder around the suspected area. Then let 
Wee eee 2 000 if there isa leak, Yon Fae menily trace it 
in the powder. 

I just recently purchased a Ford Taurus from a police 
auction but now I’m concerned this great deal is not that 
great. I was checking all the fluids and it appears as if 
there is oil in the antifreeze. When I asked someone more 
knowledgeable than me, they suspect a cracked block or 
head gasket. There is no warranty, so I’m stuck with the 
car and now I’m thinking of junking the car or buying a 
used engine for it. What would you do? 

. The first thing to do is determine the actual problem. You 
can buy or’sometime rent a “block-check” kit from an auto 


A Parts store. This kit will tell you if you have combustion 


gases in the coolant. The other more common possible prob- 
lem is the oil is actually transmission fluid and the trans- 
mission cooler that is internal to the radiator is leaking and 
allows transmission fluid to mix with the coolant. Spend a 
little time to determine that actual problem before jumping 
to drastic conclusions. 

I’m in the market for a smaller SUV and there are too 
many choices. Have you driven anything lately that sur- 
prised you? I’m looking to spend no more than $35,000 
and ride and handling are more important than off-roa 
driving, although I still want all-wheel-drive for snowy 
weather. I heard your radio program podcast and you 

mentioned you recently purchased a Hyundai Santa Fe 
Sport and were happy with it. When I looked at that car 
the dealer was steering me toward the 2019 Santa Fe. 
What do you know about this new model? 

You are correct this is a very popular segment with plen- 


ty of choices and all of them are pretty good. I’m happy 


with my vehicle but the latest model has its advantages. My 
model is a base version, no satellite radio or advanced driver 
assistance systems. The latest Santa Fe is slightly bigger,

I ended up with 
an all-wheel-drive vehicle with a great warranty at a good 
price. 
I have a 15-year-old car and the defroster only works 
on the ‘high-speed fan setting. I have seen you answer 
this question before as a faulty fan motor resistor. I re- 
placed the resistor and still only have high speed. Could 
the problem be a poor ground? The fan still works, and 
1 Sam * Teng meen Atl of the speed setting, but it would 
_ be nice.

have experienced not every time. All circuits need power 
and ground and since the fan works on the high speed set- 
ting the ground circuit is okay. The next step is to test the 
switch and you can do that with a test-light. As you change 
positions with the switch the light should illuminate. If the 
light only comes on the high position, the problem could be 
the switch or a loose corroded wiring connection. It looks 
like you may be spending your next weekend under the dash 
of your car. 

I have a very dependable Honda Civic and recently 
I hit a curb and damaged a tire. When I purchased the 
new tire the tire salesman said I should really buy two 
tires that matched. Things have been a bit tight lately 
and said no. The car seems to handle and ride fine, but 
I keep wondering, should I really have two tires that 
match? 

Having tires that match on each axle is serie the ideal 
situation. That being said, there are probably millions of 
cars on the road that have mismatched tires. If the tires have 
similar tread design and tread depth you made the finan- 
cially responsible decision. 

We have a five-year old Hyundai Sonata bought new. 
Since it was new it has had a slight vague wandering. I 
will admit that my other car is an Audi and maybe I’m 
not comparing apples to apples. The dealer tells me it is 
normal, but I wonder if they are just waiting for car to 
go out of warranty. 

You are correct that some cars track better than other and 
some do have a slight vagueness with “on-center” steering. 
I would start with checking the basics such as wheel align- 
ment and tire pressure. Ask the alignment shop to road test 
the car with you so you both are on the same page. I would 
then ask the technician to be very critical about the specifi- 
cations. All alignment setting have a range, ask the techni- 
cjan to be as precise as possible, setting the adjustment to

the factory desired settings. In my own car I found a slight 
adjustment in tire pressure also made a noticeable difference 
in the steering. 

I bought a 2012 Lexus RX350 a couple of years ago 
and really like the vehicle with two exceptions. When 
I am driving on our less-than-perfect roads the ride is 
very bumpy and there is a rattling noise. The other issue 
is I have outgrown this vehicle, My daughter and her 
daughter have come to live with us and we could really 
use a bigger vehicle. I have become used to the Lexus but 
feel I need to change to accommodate everyone. 

I recently drove the Lexus RX350L and found it to be 
quite nice. Lexus stretched the RX about 4 inches and added 
a third-row seat. Like most three row mid-sized SUVs the 
third-row seating is tight, and entry and exit can be a chal- 
lenge to some folks. That being said, I had six adults in this 
vehicle, and it worked out fine. You will find many features 
that feel the same as your current vehicle and with the ad- 


ditional seating and smoother ride may be just what you are’ 


looking for. 

I read your response to the person with the 12-year 
old Honda Accord that went in for its 60,000 check-up 
the dealer suggested a replacement timing belt. I have 
the same car and the replacement is 105,000. Why would 
you suggest replacing the timing belt now? 

In many cases Honda recommends timing belt replace- 
ment at 105,000 miles or 74 months whichever comes first. 
Since the timing belt is rubber and it can deteriorate over 
time and at that age if it were my car, I-would want to re- 

place it. The mental stress of driving a vehicle and knowing 
that at some: point the timing belt has gone past its prime 
and could fail at any time and could cause expensive engine 
damage is more stress than I would want on my daily com- 
mute. 

I have a Ford Focus wagon and it has been great, but 
it is time to move on. I’m looking for a small wagon that 
gets good mileage; most of the wagons are expensive 
luxury cars. Since GM and Ford don’t seem to be in the 
“car” business anymore, is there something you can rec- 
ommend that is not a SUV and under $25,000?

not technically a wagon, the Subaru Impreza, could work 
and with all-wheel drive is great in winter. The Volkswagen 
Golf Sportwagon is also fun to, drive and quite practical. I 
wouldn’t write off small SUVs; they are practical get decent 
fuel economy and for many people are easy to get in and 


out of. 


I recently purchased a new car and was looking to 
wax it. When I was shopping, I found a new wax re- 
ferred'to as ceramic wax/coating. These products were 
more expensive. Is there a difference and is it worth it? 

Traditional wax is usually a polymer or carnauba wax 
or a combination of both. The ceramic coating provides a 
thicker coating that is supposed to bond with the paint, last 
longer and be more resistant to environmental damage. I 
have not tried the ceramic coatings. Readers haye you tried 
it and what do you think? 

I just recently saw a 2015 Porsche Boxster at a re- 
ally really good price. When I inquired about it and why 
it was priced so low, the salesman told me the car had 
“storm” damage and had a salvage title. This is a third 
car in our family and sort of a mid-life crisis car. Would 
you buy this car? 

The problem is. “storm-damage” can mean just about 
anything. If it was just dents from a hailstorm and it was 
repaired properly then it is hardly a problem. My concern is 
storm damage may mean the car was involved in a flood. If 
this is the case then unless repaired thoroughly you will be 
faced with mold and mildew issues, corroded connections 
and ongoing electrical problems. Years back I know some- 
one who purchased a Porsche 911 with a similar history and 
he chased electrical gremlins for the entire time he owned 
the car. The other issue is the salvage title will follow the car 
forever and will certainly affect the value when you decide 
to sell it. I would only buy this car if I had it thoroughly in- 
spected and with the reality that it will be a poor investment. 

I just purchased a used Cadillac SRX and I love the 
vehicle but when I first start it there is a bit of a rough 
idle. After it runs for a couple of minutes it is fine. When 
I asked the dealer about it, they just said, they all do 
that. Is this really normal? 

I’m not sure this is normal, but more of a characteristic 
of some direct fuel injection systems. A test should be per- 
formed on the fuel system just to verify that everything is 
correct. General Motors also récommends using “Top-Tier” 
gasoline, to minimize fuel system deposits which keeps the 
engine running smooth. If you can’t use Top-Tier gasoline, 


use a quality fuel system additive periodically. I have had 
noticeable positive results with Techron, BG 44K and Lucas 
fuel system cleaners. 

I had a problem with my car: the battery was going 
dead even though I replaced it about a year ago. I had 
the car looked at and the shop told me the alternator was 
not performing properly. I replaced the alternator my- 
self, but still have the same problem. My brother in-law 
told me to start the car and disconnect the battery and 
if the car stalls the alternator is bad, if it keeps running 
there is another problem. What should I do? 

I would start by not taking automotive advice from your 
brother in-law. Disconnecting the battery on a car with an 
alternator will cause high voltage spikes and can damage the 
alternator and other sensitive electronics. It is time to stop 
guessing and bring the car to a good repair shop for diagno- 
sis and repair. If you don’t have a good repair shop you can 
find one at www.aaa.com\autorepair. Once you have found 
a shop have a complete electrical system test performed in- 
cluding a test of parasitic drain. It is possible the alternator 
is working properly but there is an electrical drain causing 
the battery to become discharged. 

I have a 2009 Hyundai with 90,000 miles on it. The 
car has been great but recently the check engine light 
came on, indicating it needed an oxygen sensor. I pur- 
chased a new oxygen sensor from the local parts store 
and installed it. The light has been out for a month, there 
are no codes, but there is an occasional hesitation. This 
hesitation only happens when the engine is cold and get- 
ting up to normal temperature. This did not happen un- 
til I replaced the oxygen sensor. Could the new part be 
defective? 

It is possible that the aftermarket oxygen sensor isn’t - 
performing correctly. A technician with a quality scan tool 
may be able to watch the oxygen sensor voltage as the en- 
gine is warming up and see something out of the ordinary. 
I have seen many aftermarket sensors that just don’t per- 
form as well as the factory part. I have also seen many af- 


_termarket parts outperform the factory part. Since the issue 


didn’t happen until the sensor was replaced, wee indicates 
it could be a faulty sensor.

“Snow and sleet can cause sig- 
nificant safety problems by reducing visibility and making 
it difficult to safely maneuver or stop, but by being vigilant 
behind the wheel, motorists can help to reduce the number 
of crashes and fatalities.” 

A AAA Foundation research report analyzed bad weather 
and crashes over a five-year period. The study found that the 
highest proportion of crashes involving bad weather hap- 
pens overnight from 6 p.m. until 5:59 a.m., when visibility 


. is limited and roads are most likely to freeze. Previous AAA 


Foundation research also found that the rates of fatal crashes 
are higher during the first snowfall of the year than on sub- 
sequent days with snow. 

AAA recommends the following tips while driving i in 
snowy and icy conditions: 

* Stay home. If you really don’t have to go out, don’t. 
Even if you can drive well in bad weather, it’s better to 
avoid taking unnecessary risks by venturing out. 

* Drive slowly. Always adjust your speed down to ac- 
count for lower traction when driving on snow or ice. 

* Accelerate and decelerate slowly. Apply the gas slow- 
ly to regain traction and avoid skids. Don’t try to get moving 
in a hurry and take time to slow down for a stoplight. Re- 
member: it takes longer to slow down on icy roads. 

* Increase your following distance. Allow five to six 
seconds of following distance between your vehicle and any 
vehicle in front of you. This space allows you time to stop 
safely if the other driver brakes suddenly.

¢ Know your brakes. Whether you have antilock brakes 
or not, keep the heel of your foot on the floor and use the 
ball of your foot to apply firm, steady pressure on the brake 
pedal. Don’t pump the brakes. 

¢ Don’t stop if you can avoid it. There’s a big differ- 
ence in the amount of inertia it takes to start moving from a 
full stop versus how much it takes to get moving while still 
rolling. If you can slow down enough to keep rolling until a 
traffic light changes, do it. 

¢ Don’t power up hills. Applying extra gas on snow- 
covered roads just starts your wheels spinning. Try to get 
a little inertia going before you reach the hill and let that 
inertia carry you to the top. As you reach the crest of the hill, 
reduce your speed and proceed downhill slowly. 

* Don’t stop going up a hill. There’s nothing worse than 
trying to get moving up a hill on an icy road. Get some iner- 
tia going on a flat roadway before you take on the hill. 

“More than 40 percent of motorists do not carry an emer- 
gency kit in their vehicle,” said Albert. “Drivers attempting 
to brave bad weather should remain cautious and always be 
prepared by packing an emiergency roadside kit.”

Figural Bottles --- Figural 
bottles were being made 
by the ancient Egyptians 
by 1546 B.C. That’s more 
than 5,000 years ago. But 
collectors couldn’t find 
many to collect until the 
early 1800s, when manu- 
facturers started using 
them to sell whiskey or bit- 
ters medicine to an individ- 
ual customer.

It made people 
feel better, but it was main- 
ly because of the alcohol 
and drugs. Traveling medi- 
cine shows sold the bitters, 
which often was the only 
“medicine” available in a 
town with no doctor.

Of the founding of the U.S. 


Simon’s Centennial Bit- 
ters was sold in a bottle 
shaped like a bust of Gen- 
eral George Washington 
on a pedestal.
